INTERIM REPORT 


This Report, which was presented to the meeting of the N.Z.L.A. 
Council held on August 30th, is to be further discussed at one of the 
Conference sessions at Rotorua in February 1957. It will be introduced 
briefly by three or four speakers, and will then be open for general dis- 
cussion. Local authority librarians are particularly asked to bring it to 
the attention of any delegates from their Council who will be attending 
Conference. It is also hoped to circulate, before Conference, further papers 


by those who will be leading the session.

I. DEVELOPMENT OF LIBRARY SERVICES BASED ON THE SECONDARY CITIES 


The Working Party considers that the N.Z.L.A. should now work 
towards the strengthening of the libraries in the secondary cities to the 
point where they can provide the whole range of books appropriate to 
their region, and give service, not only to their own city, but to their 
neighbouring area. Strategically placed cities and larger boroughs might 
also be involved in extending district library services to their neighbouring 
area. It is recognised that state subsidies will be necessary to bring this 
development about. 


Il. STATISTICS 


The Working Party is concerned with the inadequacy of the library 
statistics presented by the Department of the Census, and draws the 
attention of the N.Z.L.A. and the N.L.S. to the need for improvement, 
particularly in the fields of costs and rating capacities. 


Ill. STANDARDS AND Costs 

i. The Working Party desires investigation into the economic basis of 
good library service in terms of bookmobiles as against service from 
fixed points, size of population units and book stocks. 

ii. The Working Party recognises the need for an investigation into 
the problems connected with the co-operative use and ownership of books; 
the relation between headquarters reference and circulating stocks; the 
scale of duplication of individual titles in ratio to the population, and the 
standards of stock required for different levels of service. 

iii. The Working Party draws attention to the need for integration of 
children’s services at present given through school and public libraries. 


IV. SPECIALISED AND TECHNICAL SERVICES 


The Working Party considers that the N.Z.L.A. should investigate the 
possibility of developing subject specialisation in public libraries with the 
co-operation of the appropriate government departments and University 
colleges. The attention of the N.Z.L.A. is drawn to the present practice of 
the D.S.I.R. and the Department of Industries and Commerce in inviting 
business firms to make requests direct to Wellington for material which 
is held in the public libraries of the major centres. 


V. DEMONSTRATIONS 


While it recognises that overseas demonstrations have been valuable 
for stimulation of local effort, the Working Party favours the modern 
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trend towards establishment and continuation grants. It stresses, however, 
that some local participation from the beginning is important. 


VI. OWNERSHIP, CONTROL AND FINANCE 


i. The Working Party considered the alternative methods of bringing 
about a regional and district library authority: 

(i) the consolidation by a new type of authority with legislative 
power for rating for libraries and for taking over ownership 
of present property; or 

(li) a federation, held together by state continuation grants, operating 
under boards nominated by the participating local authorities, 
jointly owning property, books, etc. co-operatively financed, 
administering funds received from government subsidy and from 
the local authorities. 

ii. The Working Party favoured the second alternative, i.e., the 
federation. 


iii, Under the federation, the participating local authorities would make 
their contributions to the board by contract, and would guarantee them 
for a minimum period, e.g., five years. The Board would also be the 
recipient of state subsidy. (A levy by the Board over the whole area was 
also considered as an alternative method of finance. ) 


iv. The Working Party also noted the possibility that the main library 
in the area might receive a contribution to defray expenses in the 
provision of reference services. 


VII. NATIONAL LIBRARY BOARD 


The Working Party noted the possibility that state aid for regional 
library development might be channelled through a future national library 
board. 


VIII. LEGISLATION 


The Working Party considers that it would be desirable for the 
N.Z.L.A. to prepare for legislation on public library services. The scope 
of the legislation should cover: 

i. The extension of present government assistance to money subsidies in 
the form of establishment grants and continuation grants for co-operative 
schemes, while the present aid-in-kind—books, staffing and services— 
should continue to be made available. (It was agreed that the establishment 
grants, being in the nature of a stimulus to provide a working demonstra- 
tion, would need to be fairly generous; but the eventual aim would be for 
the local authorities to take a greater share of the burden themselves. ) 

ii. The extension of the powers of boroughs, counties and town boards, 
to enable them to combine with each other for library service and. in 
addition, to contribute to some suitable body responsible for administering 
a regional library service. Such body to be empowered to receive funds 
from and administer them on behalf of the contributing local authority 
and the central government. 

iii. The provision (in addition to state subsidies on regional schemes) 
for a continuing assistance from a national library service.

iv. The provision for standards of qualification and salaries of staff, and 
for the maintenance of adequate standards of service, within subsidised 
regional schemes. (The need for special effort in recruitment of staff for 
co-operative library schemes, and their specific training for this type of 
work, was noted by the Working Party.) 

v. The provision for the Minister of Education to make appropriation 
(by an annual grant or some other means) to the N.Z.L.A. to enable it 
to prepare and revise standards and otherwise play its part in the 
development of library service. 

vi. The provision of a method for the definition of geographical 
boundaries for regional and district library services. 

vii. The provision for all the enabling legislation to be grouped into 
one consolidated act; and for the abolition of the limit on the permitted 
library rate.

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NOTES ON A RECORD 
LENDING LIBRARY 


WELLINGTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 
J. P. SAGE 

At least three metropolitan libraries have preceded the Wellington 
Public Library in the issue of records for home playing. Wellington, 
in commencing a service, has drawn freely on the experience of these 
others and some libraries overseas, with the object of obtaining the 
simplest possible routines. It is thought that some notes on the 
methods adopted, taking what is hoped was the best of previous 
practice and in some places trying to improve it, would be of general 
interest. 

The Wellington Central Library has had two record listening 
rooms for many years, one of which, for the last three years, has 
been equipped for playing L.P.s. It was decided to shelve all L.P. 
records by accession number in one sequence, equally available for 
borrowing or for playing in the library, and to concentrate all record 
work at one desk in the first-floor Reference Room. 

On the 8th October 1956, the Central Library commenced to issue 
10-inch and 12-inch L.P. records for playing at home. The initial 
stock was 875 discs. It now stands (on 30th November 1956) at 995. 
The increase was made up partly of extra copies of works which 
proved to be in demand. The records were selected on the basis 
of favourable reviews in the leading gramophone periodicals and have 
been restricted to serious music, classical and modern, with some 
music of the popular middle range, such as the Gilbert & Sullivan 
and Offenbach operas, as well as recordings of poetry and plays. On 
the other hand, poplar songs, dance music or the American musical 
successes such as Oklahoma have not yet found a place. 

The public may use the separate card catalogue, alphabetical by 
composer, to find what is in stock, or buy for I/- a printed catalogue 
of holdings at the time of opening. This was produced by multilith 
in the library’s own printing shop. A supplement is being prepared. 

The Issue System. In choosing an issue system, two functions 
received special consideration; one was its ability to limit the number 
of records on issue to a borrower at any one time. This, though 
perhaps in idealistic terms reprehensible, was in practice necessary 
because of limits to the size of stock. The second was the ease with 
which it would allow a close check on the physical condition of 
records at the time they were returned. The Browne system of 
borrower's pockets was therefore chosen. Each borrower is given 
three pockets, one of which he surrenders for each record borrowed. 
This limit of three records has proved satisfactory. The usual number 
that borrowers take is two and the hire charges also act as a brake 
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on borrowing. There is provision for the issue of sets of more than 
three records by the use of temporary pockets for the extra discs, 

Every record has an issue card which is kept in either an Iy 
tray, when the record is on the shelf, or in an Our tray, filed by 
date due and slipped inside the borrower's pocket. The IN tray is 
available for perusal by the public and greatly facilitates their choice. 
Regular patrons habitually select from their copy of the printed 
catalogue the accession number of the records they want and, on 
coming into the library, check the IN tray for availability before 
asking for the record. This avoids the use of a visible index system, 
such as is found at Westminster Public Libraries. 

The issue card also bears on its face two circles on which are 
marked scratches or other damages for each side of the disc. When 
issuing a record the assistant invites the borrower to inspect the disc 
and draws his attention to existing scratches if any. On the return 
of a record, the assistant examines it for possible damage before 
discharging the issue and returning the borrower his pocket. Any 
damage can thus be found and accounted for promptly. 

The loan period is fourteen days, with no renewals and, at present, 
no reservations. A reservation system will probably be brought in 
and undoubtedly would be well-used. At the commencement of the 
service, however, with only a small stock of records and some 
uncertainty about what the demand would be, reservations seemed 
a difficult service to put into operation. Overdue charges may appear 
to be heavy, being 1/- a day, unless the length of the loan period, a 
fortnight, is remembered. So far they seem to have played their 
part as a deterrent, as overdue records have been infrequent. Hire 
charges are 2/6 for the fortnight, with extra discs in a set at 2/-. 
Tickets are torn off for these amounts. 

Use to date. \n the first eight weeks operation, 600 people had 
enrolled as borrowers, and 2,196 records had been issued. Excluding 
the first week, when there was a heavy rush, the daily average has 
been 51. 

Borrowers are required to state the kind of record player, playing 
arm and stylus they are using, and one or two unsatisfactory kinds 
are blacklisted. It is far too soon to establish a depreciation rate for 
the record stock, but scratching and other damage due to careless 
handling has been much less than anticipated. 

Expenditure on records, stationery and materials to the end of the 
first eight weeks was £1,053. Receipts for the same period came to 
£308, including 527 catalogues sold. These figures do not include 
staff salaries nor depreciation of records. Staff required to man the 
whole service is approximately one full-time person. 

At any one time, approximately two-thirds of the collection is on 
issue—a rather high ratio, which it should be the aim of the library 
to reduce. 
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CHRISTCHURCH BOOK WEEK COMMITTEE 
REPORT ON ACTIVITIES IN 1956 


This year the committee, convened by Mr S. G. Gower, headmaster of 

the Christchurch South Intermediate School, to organise Book Week, 
made ambitious plans, which proved to be justified by the encouraging 
support which they received from all sections of the community. 
Committee: The committee consisted of representatives of a wide range of 
organisations, namely: N.Z. Educational Institute, Headmasters’ Associa- 
tion, N.Z.L.A., Parent Teacher Association, Post-Primary Association, the 
Canterbury Education Board, the Broadcasting Services and Booksellers’ 
Association. 
Preliminary Publicity: Besides having in mind the national slogan of “Let's 
turn over a new leaf”, the committee aimed at encouraging parents and 
children to build up worthwhile personal libraries. With that in view, in 
one of the initial projects, prominent citizens (businessmen, educational- 
ists, librarians, churchmen, civic dignitaries and sportsmen) were invited 
to supply lists of books which they would personally recommend for 
different age groups. Miss Eve Garnett, the author of the Carnegie Medal 
winner, The children from One End Street, who was holidaying in Christ- 
church at that time, kindly sent an interesting list. These lists were dis- 
tributed to libraries and booksellers for display purposes and to ensure 
that books were available locally during Book Week itself. 

Talks to P.T.A. meetings in town and country districts were also part 
of the preliminary publicity campaign. A panel of speakers went as far 
afield as Waiau—80 miles north of Christchurch—to a very profitable 
meeting. 

Press Publicity: At the beginning of Book Week, a whole page in each 
of the city papers was devoted to children’s books. This was made possible 
by the booksellers and publishers who bought advertising space on the 
page. The copy was thus surrounded by relevant advertisements. The 
newspapers were most generous both before and during Book Week in 
reporting and illustrating any items of interest. 

Opening: At the official opening, for which formal invitations were issued, 
Mr P. B. Vincent, a prominent Rugby footballer and schoolteacher, gave 
a thoughtful address on the need to establish high personal standards of 
judgment. 

Display: The committee was fortunate in having the use of the large show- 
room of the Amuri Motors, Ltd. for a comprehensive display. The room 
occupies a corner position with plate glass windows from the ceiling to 
the floor—an ideal spot for such a display. Publishers’ representatives, 
librarians and booksellers co-operated generously in supplying books of 
high standard. They were divided into age groups and broad topics and 
set out on stands. The specially recommended books were displayed on 
book cases suitable for homes, in order to convey the idea of building a 
personal library. The display was open daily from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. and 
was supervised by the staffs of local libraries and bookshops. 

Competitions: The local branch of the Booksellers’ Association again 
offered prizes for posters illustrating the slogan “Let’s turn over a new 
leaf’ from the older age group and for illustrations of certain listed 
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modern books from the younger children. The response to these was 
quite satisfactory but it was the “Spotting the title” competition which 
was the most popular. On display at the Amuri Showrooms were dust 
jackets with the title and author missing, in most cases—sometimes, only 
the title. The finding of the title and author involved examining the display 
and also visiting local libraries and bookshops. This was done enthusiastic- 
ally by many children, some of whom were accompanied by long-suffering 
parents. 
Radio Publicity: Besides appropriate competitions from the Children’s 
Hour and quiz sessions, the setting up of the display was featured in 
the programme Canterbury Roundabout. 
Story Hours: Each morning, there were story-hour sessions at the 
Children’s Library of the Canterbury Public Library. Such was their 
popularity, that admission was by ticket only. Each afternoon, story-hour 
sessions were held at the Amuri Showrooms. Radio personalities were the 
storytellers on several occasions. There was an average attendance of 200. 
Care & Repair: The care and revair of books were not overlooked. 
Demonstrations of applying plastic covers were given by pupils of the 
Christchurch West High School. Striking posters prepared by Teachers’ 
College students attracted the children’s attention. 
Conclusion: One of the most important lessons learnt from this year’s 
work was the need to begin early with planning and preparing recom- 
mended lists so that libraries, schools and bookshops might have the 
books available during Book Week.

LISTS, 1956 


As an index to the fiction lists published monthly in New Zealand 
Libraries, each entry refers to the month of the original entry, and a 
pagination key is provided. For ordering, cataloguing, etc., it will be 
necessary to refer to the original entry, which gives details of publisher, 
and price, full names and dates of author where known, pseudonyms, and 
in the case of works originally published in a language other than 
English, the name of the translator. 

The list is also a self-contained guide to assist in the division of new 
fiction between free and rental. It provides a quick summary of the Fiction 
Committee’s decisions on each title: i.e., grading, popularity, etc. 

Commencing with the October Fiction list a revised explanation of the 
symbols has been used. This explanation is published in full in N.Z. 
Libraries 19:181-2, September, °56. 


Key TO SYMBOLS 


(in the order in which they appear). 
litle Grading 
A Major works. 
Ab_ Less important works. 
AB Literary and general appeal. 
aB General but mainly non-literary appeal. 
B Stock commercial. 
B titles, e.g., detective stories, light romances, westerns, are not normally 
included in the monthly lists. 
Popularity rating: Indicated by asterisks (maximum three) after the 
title gradings. 
Offence: The symbol O indicates that a title may cause offence to 
some readers. 


HEADING NUMBERS 


The paragraph headings serve the primary purpose of relating the 
grading that has been given a particular title to the grading of the author 
in the Fourth Report on Standard and Popular Authors, 1954, i.e., 
Standard “A” Authors: 

A __ Established author of major works—wholly free. 

[A] Tentative A grading—mainly free. 

AB Author with literary and general appeal—suitable for both free 
and rental collections. 

|AB] As above: tentative grading. 

B- Author of Stock Commercial novels—wholly rental. 

Where an author’s work ranges clearly over various categories the 
symbols are grouped, e.g., A/AB, AB/B, etc. 

i. Standard Titles by Established Authors: Titles by authors graded 
A, [A], AB, or [AB] in the Fourth Report, provided the grading for the 
particular tithe does not vary greatly from the author grading. 
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ii. Selected Titles by New Authors and Improved Titles by other 
Authors: Titles graded above aB by new authors or authors not in the 
Fourth Report, and improved titles (AB or higher) by authors with a 
B grading. 

iii. Other Recommendations (Including Below Standard Titles by 
Established Authors): Titles graded below AB by authors with a grading 
of A, [A], A/AB, AB, or [AB] in the Fourth Report, or by authors not 
included in the Report. 

iv. Collected Authors: Anthologies, short story collections by various 
authors. 

v. Reprints and Retranslations (Excluding Frequently Reprinted Works): 
Works listed here have been generally unobtainable for some time or may 
be appearing in a standard edition.

This title is graded at the third level, and is therefore recommended 
equally for free or rental issue. Individual libraries would decide how to 
treat it according to their own policy and the extent of their duplication. 
Two asterisks indicates medium popularity. The heading | indicates it is 
the work of an established author who is listed in the Fourth Report. The 
full entry will be found in N.Z. Libraries March 1956 on page 54 (see 
pagination key above). 

It should be added that reference to an original entry will also usually 
include a brief quotation from a review, with reference given to periodical 
and date for anyone wishing to find further details. When the title listed 
is a collection of short stories this is noted in the original entry. 


ERRATA

Winter in the air, by Sylvia Townsend Warner, is listed in both the 
January and the April-May issues.
